| TURKISH BONDS AND PALESTINE, 
The news that the Porte has taken into consideration the proposal of taking 
in payment her bonds for land that might be purchased in Syria, has a peculiar 


significancy. The suggestion was made in these columns in the name of Jews | 


living in the Holy Land. It was made soon after the purchase of a large number 


of shares in the Suez Canal by a prime minister of Jewish descent, who boasts 


of his extraction, whereby Englands spiritual and abstract interest in those 
regions has been greatly increased and intensified by one of great magnitude of 


‘a purely material nature. It was, moreover, made at atime when the creation of 


the Sir Moses Montefiore Testimonial Fund had conspicuously directed the atten- 


tion of the Jewish body to the land of its ancestors ; and when the depreciation 
of the securities of Turkey, owing to her default, may induce many to convert — 


their bonds into land in Syria, who otherwise might not have given a thought to 
the proposal. There seems to be something providential, by way of eminence, 
in all these coincidences. Devout minds will not fail to perceive in this the 


- finger of God. And there can be no doubt that should the Porte agree to the 
proposal—and we cannot see why the Porte should not give her consent—large 
- tracts of land would be purchased by Jews in the Holy Land. An impulse might — 


be given to Jewish immigration, not by those who desire to end their days in the 
land of the patriarchs and prophets and to mingle their dust with that of these 
holy personages, but of such as might wish to live in it and to establish there 
their homesteads. We will not pry into the designs of Providence. In due 
time the veil will be lifted and we shall see the fresh developments in store for 


us. Atthe present moment it appears to us that the design Providence seems 
to work at would be best promoted if, in the dissolution of the Turkish empire, — 


which cannot be so very far off, England were impelled to extend her protecting 
hand over Syria. No contingency would be hailed by the Jewish people with 
greater satisfaction than such a turn of affairs in the East. England has given 
so many proofs of her friendly feeling towards the Jewish people that they 


_ could not wish to sce the land of their forefathers under a safer keeping than that. 


of Great Britain. Whatever government is in power, whether it be Liberal or 
Conservative, there is no difference in its behaviour to the Jews. Lord Derby 
is just as prone to take up their cause as was Karl Granville. And it the English 
are not the brethren of the Jews according to the flesh, as is contended by those who 


maintain that the Anglo-Saxons are descended from the ten tribes, they certainly 


act towards them as kinswen in spirit and feeling. We have given expression 
to our heartfelt wishes in this matter. But Providence will, of course, go its 
own way. We must quietly await the disentanglement of the complications 


becoming thicker and thicker in the East. The solution of the problem cannot. 


be delayed much longer.

Easter Monday was attended by such pleasing incidents that it should not be 
allowed to pass by unnoticed. Not only has substantial aid been given to the 
undertaking by those in the district who profess another creed ; not only has the 
worthy rector of the parish evinced his sympathy for the work by assisting the 
committee in obtaining a better frontage for the sacred building and a more 
convenient access to it ; not only were the church bells set ringing in honour of 


the event ; but the rector as well as the churchwardens enhanced the interest in 


the ceremony by their presence. Herein lies a significance as gratifying to the 
Jewish body, as honourable to both the general as well as the Hebrew population 
of the district, as it is characteristic of that feeling of a higher unity, of that 
religious sentiment which rise above stereoty ped creeds and those empty forms 
which overlie and choke the spirit while clinging to the letter. Let it be borne 


in mind that the scene was not in the West end, the abode of men and women whose: 
minds a superior education is supposed to have enlarged, travels, miscellaneous 
reading and intercourse with all classes of society greatly expanded and the study 


of art refined ; but in the East the home of the working population, the sons and 
daughters of toil, who can but rarely snatch a few moments from physical labours 


_ to devote them to intellectual work. It was these humbler classes who, impelled 


by their unsophisticated, unadulterated sympathies and by their unperverted 


_ common sense, came forward to lend their aid to an undertaking which they | 
__ knew their neighbours had much. at heart, who expressed their satisfaction at 


what they were aware, gratified the religious feelings of a portion of those 


residing among them and showed their warm interest by being represented at — 


the ceremony by those occupying a conspicuous position among them.

it were. an appendix of Schdnlein’s clinique, gradually developed itself under 
him into a propedeutical clinique. | | | 
Traube was the first who undertook thermometrical studies at the sick bed 
He introduced in the charité the measuring of the temperature and the exact 
keeping of journals of every single patient on the so-called bills of the sick 
(krankenzettel). In 1858 he received a call to Heidelberg, but declined it, |, 
the same way he declined calls to Breslau, Zurich and Bonn, remaining faithfy! 
till death to the University of Berlin, where he was appointed ordinary professor 
in the year 1872. His literary activity was extraordinary, furnishing many 


highly valued physiological and pathological papers. Whether at the sick bed 


or at the dissecting table as dispenser of relief in the agonies of death, or as 
demonstrator on the lifeless body—he always showed the same strictness towaris 
others as well as himself. What he said stood firm, immovably, for he could 
establish it scientifically. ‘Strict scientific method” was the guiding star in all 
his investigations and researches. : 

Being of the Jewish persuasion he was buried in the Jewish cemetery. The 
funeral was one of the largest ever seen at Berlin, the most emineut physicians 
and scientists accompanied him to the grave. It is noteworthy that while Herr 
Muhler was Minister of Public Instruction this most eminent physician could 
not receive any appointment on account of his religion. But scarcely was 


Doctor Falk charged with this ministerial office when ‘Traube was at once 
appointed professor.

JUDAISM CARICATURED. | 

‘THE EDITOR OF THE “JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 
S1n,-—-Some few years ago the Jewish community laboured under the disad- 
vantage and groaned under the tribulation of having then most cherished rites 
and institutions placed before the general pablic in a light so fatuous and 
unflattering as to excite reprobation from without, and indignation within the 
pale of our faith. Christians who read these several effusions, naturally thought 
that the simple, unvarnished ungarnished truth was being submitted in the 
public prints, while the Jews were fully aware of their untrustworthiness, and 
deprecated the intrusion of matter which dealt untruly and harshly with their 
ancient customs, and held up their professors to national execration. Two 
classes of writers were at work in bringing about this undesirable result, and to 
them we owed for a time considerable amount of ill-will among our countrymen 


and a good deal of vexation of spirit and fretfulness among ourselves. 


One of these classes was the ignoramuses, pure and simple, kind Christian 
co-citizens, but thoroughly 

unacquainted with their religious feelings, and waony unfit to pourtray the 

customs by which we are guided. These gentlemen, who

We groaned under the torture, and bore it with an 
e The second class consisted of the offscourings of Judaism, men who 
bartered their God for lucre, and vilified the faith for which their more worthy 
ancestors hed suffered martyrdom. These renegrades tcrupled at nought. They 
held up Judaism to derision and scorn, t)eir employers believing that they were 


well acquainted with the subjects they treated on, and relying on them accord- . 


ingly. Distorted images of our religious observances were periodically published 
in the journals of the day ; they furnished entertainment to the Christian, but 


to the Jew they were gall and wormwood. I take some credit to myrelf for 


having unearthed some of these worthies on more than One occasion, and writing 
letters of remonstrance to certain editors, pointing out the falsehoods and venom 
contained in the several articles, and requesting their discontinuance for the 
future. I usually received a polite reply, accompanied with an apology for

the error committed, and a statement to the effect that the bona fides of the 


writer was thought to be unimpeachable. | 

These sinister attacks having ceased, a change for the better took place. 
It may not have escaped the observation of those who keep pace in their reading 
with the times that for the last three years or so, at the recurrence of our 
festivals, or appointed seasors, singularly well written and satisfactory articles 
and paragraphs have made their way into the daily Press, and have gratified 
both Jews and Christians. Here we are depicted as we are, not as we might 
have been under persecution and oppression, six or eight centurics ago, and 
Christians learned for the first time that Judaism did not signify obliquity of 
moral vision, and that Kabbinism did not necessarily mean chicanery and super- 
stition: I know the majority of the writers who have so adorned their profes- 
sion and served their community, and were, to mention them by name, your 
readers would recognise them as gentlemen and scholars. Not possessing their 
permission, I do not make their names public, but I conceive that the Jewish 
community owes them a debt of gratitude for their disinterested and unpaid 
labours. To a great extent they have ceased to continue their self-imposed 
tasks, simply because the field of writing is limited, and they refrain froin 
repeating themselves at the juncture of every passing festival or religious 


celebration. 


The gap thus created is now inthe course of being filled up by a class of 
paid scribblers who display their ignorance at so much per line, and make a 
livelihood "y caricaturing the communion to which they belong. Confiding 
editors are their tools, the Jewish community is the victim. These writers— 
youths scarcely out of their teens—profess to have an intimate acquaintance 
with their people, and to be thoroughly “up” with their sentiments, religious, 
social and political, They can furnish ‘ copy ’-——for a price—on avy and every 
subject. Nothing comes amiss to them. Given time and money, they can 


furnish an exegesis of ecclesiastes, a history of the Jews in Poland, a digest of © 


the Talmud, an essay on interment among the Jews during the last ten centuries, 
an exposition of the Oral Traditions, an account of the Jewish mode of 


slaughtering cattle, a paper on Palestine, the condition of Judaismin the United | 


States or Siberia—anything, indeed, by which an honest penny may be turned. 
Is it not preposterons that these misguided youths, whose presence in synagogue 


- is an uncertain and wayward thing, should presume to regard themselves as 


‘representatives of the community at large, and assume to become the exponents 


_ of the feelings of their betters in‘ age, intelligence and religious fervour! ‘To

I believe the book partly realized the object it was intended for in the first 
case as it has been the means of several members subscribing who did rot 
subscribe, by which means a good sum of money was raised, but I regret to say it

He looked with disfavour 
upon the manner in which the duties of dayan had been previously carried out. 
He specially referred to the ceremony of chalitsa, which Mr. Davis declared to be 
a disgrace to our present civilisation. Then as to the “court,” he thought that 
most of the litigation which came before the court would not have arisen but 
for the existence of the court. He moved an amendment to the effect that it 
ig unnecessary to appoint a successor to the Rev. A. L. Barnett. 

Mr. N. 8. JosepH, in-seconding the amendment, said that the “ religious 
functions,” such as he understood appertained to the office of dayan, had at all 
times been most mischievous. These rabbis had taken injunctions found in 
rabbinical literature of nearly two thousand years ago and tried to make them 


applicable to the every day life of the present time. ‘hese functions had been | 


discharged ina manner which had done far more harm than good. He hoped 
that no action of the Council would perpetuate the present uvsatisfactory state 
of things. 

Mr. Lionet L. CouEN earnestly supported the adoption of the recommenda- 
tion of the committee. He quite cant with much that had been expressed by 
the previous speakers, but he arrived at quite the opposite conclusion to what 
they had by the same reasoning as they had adduced. He felt that the 
opposition to the appointment was most inopportune. Dr, Adler, in his seventy- 
third year, came before them and drew their attention to the circumstance that a 
_ gentleman who had assisted him in the discharge of his sacred functions, had 
been for some time incapable, and asked that a successor should be appointed 

whose assistance should be real and not nominal. He had always advocated 
keeping rabbinical authority under proper discipline, and using every means to 
prevent their being placed under priestly rule so as to avoid those conflicts 
between the clerical and lay authorities which had taken place in other denomi- 
‘nations, He quite agreed with the view that a gentleman now an official of the 
‘United Synagogue rn ight possibly be found competent to discharge the duties of 
dayan. In any case he felt that the Council should agree to the appointment of 
4 successor to the Rev. Mr. Barnett, leaving the consideration of how the appoint- 
ment should be filled up tu a future time.

There can be no doubt that a successful issue of the movement would

Their sojourn there is against the !aw of the 
land. ‘Their position is somewhat like that of the strangers in thie gallery of 
the House of Commons. As long as no member chances to see them they 
may stay. Stillless may they unite for common worship. The erection of a 
synagogue is under existing circumstances of course not to be thought of, 

But after all the Jews now residing in Spain are only a handful, and 
this number would sink absolutely into insignificance if compared with the 
thousands from the opposite Moroqueen coast for whom she might become 
a safe refuge were the edict of the banishment of the Jews repealed. In 
this there would be again something providential. The coast of Morocco 
received the Jewish exiles from the Pyrenean peninsula by the thousan. 

The ports of Morocco along the Mediterranean teem with a Jewish population, 
descendants of the exiles, whose vernacular to this day is the Spanish 
language. It would be the finger of God if the sons were enabled to take 
up their abode where the fathers once dwelt. |

out clearly, Time was—and this not so very long ago—when a good Chris- 


tian would have deemed a moment bestowed on the consideration of anything 


connected with Jews or Judaism as a pure-loss of time, as an unpardonable 


| waste. Attention to such matters was infra dig., and quite unbecoming a 
true Catholic. A Jew might be kicked just as a dog is when he happens 


to be in the way. But beyond this he deserved no further notice. 

In the Middle Ages, it is true, Jews very often formed the objects of 
grave and lengthy deliberations in synods and councils. Cowled monks and 
mitred priests met in solemn conclaye to take sweet counsel together how to 
treat the blasphemous Jew. Not because he was dreaded, for he had no 
But the Chris- 
tian world had to be shown with what terrible weight Heaven's revenge had 
fallen upon the deicidal race; how it was accursed and crushed for its 
criminal daring in refusing to admit with its lips what it could not believe 
in its heart. A whipping-boy for mankind was required, The mirror was 
to be held up to it, that it might see what its lot would be should it follow 
the example of the unbelieving Jew. So means had to be devised for tortur- 
ing him in body and debasing him in soul in order to be able to turn round 
upon him and say, you villains, you deserve your fate, for you are vile and 
corrupt. 

But it is different with the conclave sitting now. It no longer affects 
to despise, but to dread the Jew. It is moved to action, not so much by 
hatred to him as by jealousy of him. It acknowledges in him a power capa- 
ble of resisting it. This is an immense progress for the Jew. ‘The distance 
intervening between contempt and hatred, and between it and jealousy, is 


immeasurable. The Jew must in the interval have risen immensely in public — 


estimation, to have become an object of fear to that universal and most 
powerful organisation—perhaps the most powerful in the world—represented 


and governed by the clericals: On this rise we venture to congratulate the . 


Jewish community, and in its formal acknowledgment by a great organisa- 
tion which never desires to fight pigmies, we perceive that mark of distinc- 


tion conferred on Isragi, to which we referred. 


‘There is only one drawback to the feeling of pride raised in us by the 
contemplation of the dignity attained, and this 1s our unworthiness to occupy 
the prominent position assigned to us by a kody which, through its own 


| magnitude, lends greatness to everything it touches. There unfortunately 


exists among us Jews no such compaciness, no such feeling of solidarity, no 


‘such sentiment of close unity as clericalism attributes to us. The mistake 


committed by the clericals is natural enough, Conscious as they are that 
unity is strength, they have formed an organisation unique in the world for 


| power, moveability and ubiquity, in which one stands for all, and all for 


one, and they of course come to the conclusion that so self-evident a principle 


is also acted upon by those whom they choose to consider as their enemies, — 


But to our great sorrow such is not the case. The cohesion with which the 
clericals endow us at present only exists in their imagination. The Jewish 


constituents which, if drawn together, would undoubtedly form a power, lie 


about loose and straggling without a general centre, and not even the sense 


of common danger stirs them to common action. 


Undoubtedly there is much ability and much tact among them, 


| Without these gifts they could not have maintained themselves amidst the 


‘tempest which has raged around them for centuries, nor could they have raised 


themselves within a comparatively short time from the mental abyss into — 


which they had been thrust. There is undoubtodly among them considerable 
financial skill, or there would not be among them so many bankers and 


capitalists, But unfortunately the bulk of these especially on the continent — 


have done to the cause of Judaism more harm than good, ‘There are, no 
doubt, honorable exceptions, But too often these capitalists hang but loosely 
on the skirt of Judaism; and while the wealth amassed by them, while the 


| display made of it only excite envy among the multitude, their influence is 
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rarely, if ever, exerted for the benefit of theirrace. In the hour of need they but 


too often stand aloof. They wish to enjoy life, but the inherited religion is 


in their way. It has, therefore, to be disregarded. The position attained 
raises them above former associations. These, therefore, have to be discarded. 
Many of them have openly deserted the ancestral faith; and of those who 
nominally still profess it, the second or third generation are sure to drop off 
from Judaism. It is not Jewish wealth that need inspire clericalism with any fear. 

There is undoubtedly among the Jews much literary talent. We believe 


that in Berlin alone over forty papers are edited by Jews, and leading journals 
both in Austria and Italy are conducted by Jews. But, alas, here we have 


again to repeat what we said of financiers. The literary Jew naturally carries 
his talent into the market which gives most value for it. There are, un- 
doubtedly, honorable exceptions. There are Jewish literati who never forget 
what they owe their race, their Religion and their Gop, They never fail to 


stand up for them in the hour of need. But these are a small minority. — 


The majority have got estranged from all former associations. They are 


absorbed in quite different interests, and, alas, that we have to confess it, we 


do so with shame and confusion—some of them have sold their gifted pens 
to those whose principal business it seems to be to vilify and to slander the 


Jew, and to raise popular hatred againsthim. Some ofthe most virulent, and at the 
same time most talented writers in the clerical camp, are Jews by descent and — 


even by birth. It is therefore not Jewish talent that the Ultramontanes need 
dread. There remain only the middle classes. But how difficult is iteven to move 
these to common action, in other words, to move them to join some Jewish 
organisation ; for without organisation, there can be no common plan and no coy- 
centrated movement. Take sucha body as the Board of Deputies in England. 
Here is acommunal representation. But how many congregations are there 
in the United Kingdom that stand aloof from it? We opine at least as 
Take the Anglo-Jewish Association, whose council 
represents the individuals of which the body is composed. How many persons 
out of the fifty or sixty thousand Jews in the British Empire have joined it ? 
So far, therefore, as Jewish unity is concerned, the clericals may be quite 
reassured, Jewish solidarity constituting an international power is as yet a 
chimera. No harm will befall them from Jewish fellowship. Still the fact 
that the General Assembly of the Catholic Committees of France has deemed

But 


would such a procedure be worthy of a civilised man and Christian? 
Revenge of this sort might no doubt gratify our lower instincts if we will 


allow them the mastery over us. But would it not on the other hand 


increase the evil which we dread? Would it not, while not diminishing by. 


one single iota the power for mischief of those whom we fear, irritate them and 
spur them on still more vehemently to oppose us? Let us, therefore, cease 
to attack them in private and in public, and they will cease to defend 


_ themselves, which cannot always be done without retaliation, Let us hold 


out the olive branch to them, and they will be but too pleased to accept it 
and to reciprocate our feelings tenfold. We shall thus in the great struggle 
in which we are engaged at least have rid ourselves of one enemy, transformed 
him into a friend, and thus covered our flank. We shall thus achieve a 

victory without a battle, obtain a great triumph with small exertions.”

of the Montefiore Fund, in which, referring to the omission of secular education, it is asked, “Can jp 
be expected that those will apply the sanitary rules who lack the capacity of understanding them, 
or that those will ever practise the laws of cleanliness who have no idea of bodily economy ?” Beiig 
aware of your accurate knowledge of Jewish customs, my motive in writing to you is to inguire 
whether sanitary rules and the laws of eleanliness do not form a part of your religious teaching; 
and whether the institutions of Moses, which contain exact sanitary directions are not included in 
the course of instruction? If these form a part of your system of religious teaching, the most impor. 
tant matters of social economy are imparted. : 

In the article a regret is expressed that secular education “ was not included in the original 
appeal.’ 

In this I cannot quite agree with the writer, as I am convinced that to have a work done well, 
it should not comprise too many details; and as the objcet of the fund is to improve the materia! 
condition of the Jews in the Holy Land, its application must confer the most valuable instruction by 
applying the energies of the people to purposes of utility. You must first improve the material con- 
dition of a people before you Can, as a rule, render them capable of receiving the higher intellectus! 
culture. 

We must not expect great results to be obtained suddenly, but by gradual advances; and when 
the object of the Montefiore Fund has made some progress, the time wili arrive for efforts fo bemade 
in favour of a general systein of education; and then the most feasible method of assuring the 
greatest practical benefit would be to make secular instruction the business.of a separate organisa 
tion, The attention of its promoters having one sole object, the work will be done thoroughly and 

With respect to the prejudices of the “ most influential of the rabbis’’ against secular education, 
they must ultimately yield to the general improvement of the people, and in the interim, Instructiul 
in the Jewish Scriptures is an excellent foundation for other knowledge ; and the rules enjoined i 
the Mosaic ordinances contain the highest moral precepts and are unquestionably the most perfect 
sanitary regulations that have hitherto been propounded. |

LECTURES TO JEWISH WORKING MEN. 


Last Sunday evening a lecture was delivered at the Jews’ Infant School, 
Commercial Street, by Mr. Jacobs, of St. John’s College, Cambridge, on “ Money, 
its History, Nature and Uses.” | | | 
After a few introductory words from the CuatrMAN, the Rev. A. L. Green,

st arise with division of labour, would necessitate the adoption of 
some medium of exchange and standard of value. Anything arbitrarily fixed 
upon to serve these purposes, would be money. In the bee stage a passage 


_iu Job (ii. 4) would suggest that skins were used to express value, and a com- 


parison was made with the transactions of the Hudson's Bay Company, who 
exchange muskets, &c., with the Indians for skins. The money of the pastoral 
stage is known to be cattle. as we see from the Latin word “ pecunia,” which is 
derived from “ pecus,” signifying cattle. “ Cattle” itself (with “capital” and 
the legal term “ chattels”) points to a time when wealth was reckoned by th 

head (“caput”). When we get into the more complicated economic arrange- 

ments of an agricultural society, a bewildering number of commodities were 


_ mentioned by the lecturer as having served for money. Corn, tobacco. whales- 


teeth, dried codfish, straw mats, cubes of salt, cubes of tea, cowrie shells, hand- 
inade nails are some of the most curious media of exchange which have been 


adopted. This led to an investigation of the qualities which would fit any com- 


modity to serve as money. These were found to be chiefly value, portability, 
indestructibility and divisibility. These requirements are combined in the 
highest degree in the precious metals which have gradually come to be most 
generally used throughout the world. The lecturer then proceeded to give some 


interesting details about the present system of English coinage, introducing this 


subject by challenging his audience (as Sir Robert Peel did the House of 
Commons) to tell him “‘ what is a pound ?” The answer was found to be “123 
grains of an alloy of 22. carats gold, impressed with certain marks which 
guarantee its having been issued from the Royal Mint.” The weight of the 
sovereign being thus fixed, the price per weight of gold was also fixed, viz., 
£3 17s. 10$d. per ounce troy. The weight of silver in the shilling was next 


fixed at 14 to 1, which was above the market rate for bullion silver. 
therefore did not represent a shilling’s worth of silver, and the Government, to 
prevent the coinage of silver, which would be resorted to, in order to obtain the 
extra profit of having silver in coin rather than in bullion, were obliged to keep 
the silver coinage in their own hands. A similar line of discussion showed that 
the penny piece is an impostor to a still greater extent, the bronze contained in 
the coin being worth as metal only a farthing. As a consequence, the Govern- 


1871 to a quarter of a million sterling. Mr. Jacobs then gave some slight 


account of the substitute for metallic money which economic progress is intro- 


ducing. Bank notes and cheques were briefly explained, and in connection with 
the latter, the mechanism of the Clearing House system was referred to, which 
cleared off every year some £5,000,000,000 of indebtedness, without the inter- 
vention of a single penny, a curious instance of reversion to the pre-historic 
method of barter. The lecturer then gave some figures, expressive of the 
different value and weight of the separate parts of the coinage (including bank- 
notes), the total being £156,000,000 value of coin, weighing 5,124. tons. This 
vast system of coinage costs the country in interest, wear and tear, and mint 
charges some 4$ millions sterling, a large amount of money to pay for the use 
of money. In concluding, Mr. Jacobs spoke ef the value of money ; at first, in 
its strict scientific sense, as what money will exchange for. This was shown to 
vary with the scarcity or plentifulness of the precious metals. Some reference 
was made to the fall in the value of the two precious metals during the last 20 


- years, owing to the increased production of gold and the demonitzation of silver. 


In the more popular sense of the use of wealth, Mr. Jacobs treated of the 
“value of money” in special reference to the accusations of the world against 
the Jews as to the too high a value they are thought to set on money. While 
owning that, much might be said per contra, especially with respect to the 


people who make such objections the lecturer considered that these ad homi- 


nem arguments were not sufficient to rebut the charge from the standpoint of a 
higher morality. Ie owned that the desire for “ more” was the mainspring of 
moder civilization, but with respect to the individual, an appeal to common 
sense without any sentimentality would show that an increase of wealth above 
a certain minimum did not bring anything like a corresponding increase of 
goodness or happiness. What each man should aim at is the development of 
his own character in as many directions as possible. ‘The all-absorbing pursuit 
of wealth prevents the attainment of this high object by narrowing the energies 
and contracting the sympathies. | |

This is an additional incentive to the Ultramontanists to 
push the Society of ‘ Jésus- Roi’ in every land where light makes its way against 
obscurantism. A second bureau of the Clerical assembly will be charged to 
examine schemes for the promotion of Pontifical works, ¢.e., works in aid of the 
Pope, and for the extension of his personal authority. A third will deal with 
foreign and international affairs, and notably with the present phase of the 
Eastern question, and the situation in which the probable disruption ot Turkey 
may place the Latin Christians in the Sultan’s dominions. The assembly of 
Catholic committees stood convened for next June. But it has been judged 
expedient to hasten its meeting, in order to prepare for the imminent changes in 
the East, and to concert a plan of campaign agaiust the new Chamber of Deputies 
at Versailles. A fourth bureau, of which no doubt the Comte de Mun will be the 
directing mind, will elaborate a scheme for:the propagation of the faith in the 
army. It will have no occasion to compass the overthrow of the actual War 
Minister. General de Cissey has just provided the forces under his command 
witht a hundred portable chapele. They are to be transported.on waggons of 
peculiar construction, which in campscan serve as dwellings for military chaplains, 
M. About has given the readers of the XJXme Siécle a minute description of 
General de Cissey’s chapels, with a list of the altar vessels, &c., which filled half 
a column of that journal. A fifth committee is to inquire into the best means of 


promoting pilgrimages to Lourdes and other French shrines. A sixth will busy — 
itself with the Sacré Coeur, whose affairs need a fresh stimulus. A seventh bureau | 


will devote itself to fine art questions an eighth to social economy, and a ninth to 
the furtherance of the societies of ‘Jésus-Ouvrier, ‘le Bon Centurion,’ aad of 
Jésus-Roi.’ | 

© The association of ‘Jésus-Ouvrier’ was, I believe, founded by the late M. 
Augustin Cochin. Its nature is implied in its name. ‘Jesus, the Carpenter of 
Galilee,’ is the honorary president. la the steel engravings and wood-cuts 


_ distributed in his name in the low quarters of the city he is depicted as an artisan — 
of mean condition. The Comte de Mun has appropriated the lightly uttered 


saying of Camille Desmoulins. To forward in the Faubourgs the cause for which 
he fights, the Count boldly presents ‘Jésus-Ouvrier, as ‘le premier des Sans- 
Culottes.’ Bonnat’s ‘ Crucified Saviour,’ painted for the Assize Court of the Seine, 
has been photographed and reproduced by the thousand at the expense of the 
association in question. The realistic coarseness of this picture shocked people 
of delicate taste of the Salon, where, two summers ago, it was exhibited. Every 
vein throbbed with agony. Ladies used to the classic ‘Ecce Homo’ covered 
their eyes to exclude the painful image. But if the favour of the boudoirs was 


denied to M. Bonnat’s ‘ Crucifixion, it makes its way in the workshops. There

_ Francaise M. Gambetta has denounced its statutes as illegal. ‘ Jésus-Roi’ is its 


antithesis, This association has been founded with the object of profoundly 
modifying the Almanach de Gotha.

His agents here have brought to light certain documents revealing its” 


aims. ‘These papers at first were not taken seriously, but they have since been

When a man asks the assistance of the ‘ Beth Din’ to annul his marriage, an 
examination of his case is carefully entered into, and both sides of the question scrupulously 
weighed; but the Chief Rabbi and his assistants will do nothing unless the divorce is agreed tu by 
the secular judge. On the Continent the care and discretion exercised by Dr. Adler does not prevail, 
and ‘gets’ are frequently given to unhappy wives. | | 

“One of the most important functions of the Jewish judges is the superintendence of the 
sJaughtering of animals fur Jewish consumption. Not only are animals intended for the Jewish 
table slaughtered in a peculiar manner—into the merits of which it is not necessary to enter—but 
they must be absolutely free from any sort of blemish or disease. In order to ensure the sale of 
thoroughly pure and wholesome meat the ‘ Beth Din’ engages officers to superintend the shambles, 


and had meat is therefore never sold by Jewish butchers. It very frequently occurs that a poulterer, 


is troubled as to his conscience respecting the condition of a fowl; if this be the case he submits the 
animal to the ‘Beth Din,’ and abides by its decision. A bird which squinted would be condemned as 


unfit for the table of a Jew, for the eye affects the brain and the brain the body, and thus no Jew 
would be permitted to eat it. At a first glance some of the functions of a Jewish jedge Dayan’ he 
is called—appear ridiculous, but on consideration they will be found to be of the most useful and 
beneficial character to the Jewish community, The judges decide all matters relating to the ritual 
and the conduct of the synagogue services, and although at the present moment the Anglo-Jewish 
community generally is agitating for a modification of the liturgy, as the ‘Beth Din’ will not move 
in the matter the community is prevented taking any action, The judges are averse to changes of 
any kind, and their policy has always been remarkable for the most rigid orthodoxy and ultra- 
conservatism. Dr. Adler is said to understand the character of the English Jews so extremely well 
that he is afraid to Sanction any modification of the ritual, thinking, not very rightly, that if he gives 
them aa ell they Will take the proverbial yard, It is imagined, however, that the ‘ Beth Din’ will 
eventually have to yield to the cry for reform. The judges are also expected to explain mysterious 


passages in Jewish writing to. any person who may have encountered a difficulty in mastering their 


import, and the Court is always ready to give information on matters relatin ic 

orma to the practice of 
Jew ish rites not connected with public worship. Take a case in point: a Jew is not permitted to eat 
Passover eakes on the day preceding the festival; but the Court will inform him that he may eat 
pastry prepared from these cakes. This may appear curious to the Christian view; but there i. a 


_ good deal of sense in it, no doubt. Then the judges have another function—a privilege. If a 


superstitious person be troubled with dreams, he or she will repair to the ‘ Beth Din’ to obtain the proper 
Interpretation of the visions ; but the Ecclesiastical Court will in no way encourage superstition, and 
the unhappy dreamer departs, therefore, in an uncertain state of mind, Despite their multifarious 
duties, the judges are by no means liberally remunerated, for we observe that the judge to be 
appointed shortly will receive a salary of about £150 per annum. The judge must be a Rabbi, well 
versed in the law and literature of the Hebrews, and able to administer justice as laid down by the 
Rabbis of old; his character must be unimpeachable, and his antecedents spotless, Therefore, it 


- must be conceded that the salary given him is hardly commensurate with his acquirements and the 


number of his functions.’’
